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A walking stick device comprising: 

a) a means for supporting the person while standing 

b) a means for holding the "means for supporting** 

c) a padded means for propping, extending essentially 
perpendicular to the "means for supporting" 
wherein 

the means for holding is detachable. 



2. claims: 9,34 

A walking stick device comprising: 

a) a means for supporting the person while standing 

b) a means for holding the "means for supporting" 

c) a padded means for propping, extending essentially 
perpendicular to the "means for supporting" 

and 

a second identical means for propping 



3. claims: 11,36 

A walking stick device comprising: 

a) a means for supporting the person while standing 

b) a means for holding the "means for supporting" 

c) a padded means for propping, extending essentially 
perpendicular to the "means for supporting" 

wherein 

the "means for propping" comprises a pivoting means 



4. claim: 12 

A walking stick device comprising: 

a) a shaft 

b) a base 

c) a rigid padded protrusion, extending essentially 
perpendicular to the shaft 

wherein 

the "means for propping" Is adjustable in size 
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A walking stick device comprising: 

a) a shaft 

b) a base 

c) a rigid padded protrusion, extending essentially 
perpendicular to the shaft 

wherein 

the shaft has a plurality of positioning holes 



6. claim: 20 

A walking stick device comprising: 

a) a shaft 

b) a base 

c) a rigid padded protrusion, extending essentially 
perpendicular to the shaft 

wherein 

the base comprises multiple prongs 



7. claims: 23,32,39 

A walking stick device comprising: 

a) a shaft 

b) a base 

c) a rigid padded protrusion, extending essentially 
perpendicular to the shaft 

further comprtsing 

a track having a length shorter than a mounting bracket 

and tightening screws to lock the position of the protrusion 

on the track 
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
